North Carolinn I=s not alone grent in
her Industelnd and materinl wenlth; ahe
In mujestle and sublime In the atupend-
ous works of the Almighty, as portray-
el In towering  mountaing and  deep-
shadowed gorges and Iimmenge forests,
The East has its Whlte mountalng, the
West has Ita Rockles and its Blerrng,
und Britlsh Columbia her Coascider,
gold and her Selkivkas and Alaskn her
Bt Bloe Alpg, whose bharren but mnjeas
the summite plerce the very heavens,
noble fortressos 1 fentures of
strength on noature's face. All thege we
have heen permitted to behald In theiy
beauty and grandeuy, but nowhere in
this country 4 there a réglon more
pleturesque, more charmingly beauti-
ful than the mountain  country of
weslorn North  Caroling, poetic 't||\
known ag "The Lond of the SkyS
While It 14 true thoge of the West !
of greater elevation, rugged, Doy
and forbldding, those found In we
northern Carolln in  the  pleturesggue
Nlue Ridee and other ranges of the
great Appalachan ohain, which forms
the “divide between the witers of the
Atlantle ocean  amd  the  Mizsissip
river are robed in deep hued foresta Lo
thelr highest sumnits, Where the
greuter peaks of the Rocky amountain
ranges frown, those of the "The Land
of the Sky'" smile thrvough banks of
rhododendrong and aznlens, Where the
villeys of the one are rocky and ime=
passible gorges, in the other are fern-
carpeted forests through which moun-
tain streams, elear as corystal tumble
merelly along over moss-grown rocks
in their vace to the open.  Let the read-
ers ploture In the mind a reglon where
rangn after range of heavily forested
mountaing poaralled other  lke
wuves of the sea, interlneing
vallevs are rich with  verdure and
flowers and where silver strenimg mur-
mur unceasingly. hinagine o o land of
hright, winsome skiex, then add to
this glory, nir so Ught and pure, go full
of tonlo and softness, thnt every breath
sends o new flush to the check and o
new sparkle to the eye, then throw over
all @ canopy of bluest of Italinn blue,
and vou have “The Land of the Sky,'
where the Joy of lving becomes in-
tenalficd a8 nowhere else in this conn-
try, This rugged mountaln reglon em-
braces the extreme western portlon of
North Carolinn and' the eastern edge
of Tennessee, s arew is the equal of
Switzerland and ncknowledged to be a
worthy rvival In majestic beauty and
sublimity. Within these confines are
soveral districts alike in thelr general
foptures, but  each  having  distinet
charms and advantages peculiarly s
own, Al of it is widely mountainous,
there being more than twenty penks
Ligher than the famous Mout Waoashing-
ton of New Hampshire and over four
seore,  alnu us massive and high,
exceeding 0 feet clothed to thelr
very summils with o growth of heavy
timber. There are some slupendous
preclplees, such as Cpesar's Hend and
Whiteside, the latter presenting a per-
pendicular front of naked rock, 180 fect
In height.

stipport. Sinee it has become an all
the year round health-resort it has
had o vigoroug growth mml an active
alr of commaoreinl life and upon every
turn there are indisputable evidences
ol thrift and prosperity, The shopplng
venter of Asheville, i 8o up-to-date in
all its features that one might well be-
lleve themselves In a clty of 50,000 pop=-
ulition. The well stocked stores, Lhe
live and energetle set of merchants and
the high grade nature of the local
population, indicate  the substantiol
chavacter of s retadl trade, The retail
business of Asheville is upwarids of
$3,000,000 0w year, The eity has spent
upwitrds of $600,000 in paving all the
principal streety, (some twelve miles),
with asphalt Dlocks and completing a
syetem of general sewerage, (now lald
twelve miles), made eary by the topo-
graphy of the loeality, also an excellent
wiater supply. There are eleven miles
of electrie street rallway and the streets
are lighted algo by electricity. A dum-
my hasg been constructed up Sunset
mountain from where i2 obtiadned one
of the most beautitul views In the
world, Here  are several  handsome
churches and school buildings.

All guests of the hotel are made wel-
come at elther club, and for those who
do not care for fox hunting, the hotel
provides un ample supply of elther soud-
dle or delving horses, ag an out-of-daor
exercise. The club houses ave artistic-
ally furnished with mementos of the
chage, trappings, and pletures of the
hunt. special room being flited up for
ladles who vide in, or enjoy the chase,
So I might enumerate, This feature
added Lo golf, Ashing and hunting Tor
big game, makes Asheville an fdeal
spot for sportemen.  The Battery Park
in nll vespects ranks among the most
complete resorts In the South. Truly
the haven of health, recreation and
pleasure unalloyed,

Prom the hotel veranda o marvelous
vistic opens before the eve., The scene
changes with the hours for the rosy
lightg of morning, the glare of noon
day nnd the shadows of the evening,
give epch in thelr turn o new il
viled charm to the view—the most
muagnificlent panorami of  mountaln
seenery In Ammerlea.
